INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 

By  John  M.  Header,  Manor 
Members  of  the  Council: 

The  last  two  years  have  seen  the  City  advance  with  the 
help  and  understanding  of  the  Council.  A  new  seventeen-room 
junior  high  school  has  been  built,  two  major  water  extensions, 
and  two  additional  parking  lots.  Have  spent  $30,000  in  needed 
repairs  to  our  older  grammar  schools;  new  equipment  in  Public 
Works,  Police  Department  and  Schools;  rebuilt  city  streets 
and  country  roads  and  paved  many  streets;  adopted  a  new 
zoning  ordiiiance  and  building  code;  escablisheti  a  park  and 
recreaticn  commission,  as  well  as   a  new  health  commission. 

It  is  my  hope  that  in  the  next  two  years  we  can  continue 
to  help  the  City  advance  but  only  if  we  are  willing  to  forget 
party  and  remember  that  we  represent  all  of  the  people  and 
work  for  progress  and  the  good  of  our  city.  I  believe  that  we 
should  get  professional  help  to  complete  a  study  required  by 
the  Federal  Government  to  see  if  we  need  and  can  qualify  for 
Federal  Housing  Aid.  This  will  cost  in  the  vicinity  of  $10,000. 

As  you  know,  we  raised  the  water  rates  last  year.  Although 
this  was  not  a  popular  move  at  the  time,  it  has  proved  financially 
sound.  We  now  need  to  extend  a  water  pipe  to  East  Rochester 
along  Eastern  Avenue  so  that  the  residents  can  have  adequate 
water,  as  well  as  fire  protection.  This  can  be  done  and  paid  for 
out  of  water  revenue  and  will  not  affect  the  tax  rate. 

I  would  suggest  that  this  Council  should  ask  the  State 
Delegation  to  change  our  Charter  to  do  away  with  our  present 
caucus  system  and  establish  a  primary  system  where  anyone  can 
file  if  he  wishes  to  run  for  office.  We  will  need  the  help  of  all 
the  citizens  if  we  are  to  be  successful  in  this  change. 

We,  as  a  city,  very  much  need  new  industry.  It  is  vital  to 
our  economy.  Mayors  for  many  years  have  talked  about  this 
need,  and  Councils  have  tried  to  do  something  about  it.  My 
belief  is  that  we  can  do  something  about  it,  but  only  if  we  are 
willing  to  provide  a  shell.  We  have  many  people  who  have 
worked  very  hard  to  get  new  industry,  but  all  have  been  handi- 
capped by   not  having   an   industrial   space   available. 

I  think  that  Elbert  Hubbard  in  his  notebook  has  explained 
my  ideal  better  than  I  can  so  will  read  his.  "I  will  try  to  fix 
my  thought  on  the  good  that  is  in  every  soul,  and  make  my 
appeal  to  that.  And  the  plan  is  a  wise  one,  judged  by  results. 
It  secures  for  you  loyal  helpers,  worthy  friends,  gets  the  work 
done,  aids  digestion  and  tends  to  sleep  o'nights.  I  do  not  believe 
in  governing  by  force,  or  threat,  or  any  other  form  or  "C3rcion. 
I  would  not  arouse  in  the  heart  of  any  of  God's  creatures  a 
thought  of  fear,  or  discord,  or  hate,  or  revenge.  I  will  influence 
men,  if  I  can,  but  only  by  aiding  them."

2  (A)  "Every  commercial  eating  and  drinking  establish- 
ment operating  within  the  City  of  Rochester,  under  an  annual 
food  license,  shall  have  at  least  a  two-compartment  sink  of 
either  stainless  steel  or  porcelain  in  good  condition  with  an 
impervious  drain  board.  Any  new  installation  or  replacement 
will  require  a  three-compartment  sink.  The  first  compartment  to 
be  used  for  washing  eating  and  drinking  utensils,  the  second 
compartment  for  plain  rinsing  of  eating  and  drinking  utensils, 
and  the  third  compartment  for  immersion  of  eating  and  drinking 
utensils  into  a  bactericidal  agent  for  disinfection. 

Those  restaurants  now  using  accepted  two-compartment 
sinks  shall  use  a  pan  large  enough  for  the  immersion  of  dishes 
in  a  lukewarm  chlorine  solution  for  at  least  2  minutes. 

The  above  regulations  shall  not  be  required  where  auto- 
matic dishwashing  machines  using  water  above  170°F.  are  used, 
or  where  full  paper  service  is  in  use." 

This  ordinance  to  take  effect  June  15,  1962.

REPORT  OF  THE 
DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


To    the    Honorable    Mayor    and    City    Council    of    the    City    of 
Rochester,  New  Hainpshire. 

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  my  report  herewith  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Works   for   year   ending   December   31,    1962. 

During-  January  we  had  four  days  of  freezing  rain  when 
we  had  to  sand  and  salt  the  highways,  and  snow  on  January 
30th.  In  February  we  had  28  inches  of  snow  in  28  days.  The 
first  week  in  March  we  did  a  small  amount  of  patching,  then 
we  had  18  inches  of  snow  in  two  storms.  We  used  over  3200 
tons  of  sand  and  salt  on  our  highways  to  make  safe  driving. 
It  was  the  latter  part  of  March  before  we  were  able  to  start 
our  regular  patching  program. 

Many  of  our  streets  Vv^ere  resurfaced  with  Hot  Top  and 
drainage  improved  as  follov/s:  Charles  St.,  Chamberlain  St., 
Portland  St.,  Prospect  St.,  Winter  St.,  River  St.,  Lafayette  St., 
Chestnut  St.,  Brattle  St.,  Academy  St.,  Wentworth  St.,  Main 
St.,  East  Rochester;   Church  and  Main  Streets  in  Gonic. 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced  and  drainage  im- 
proved   under    TRA    Apportionment    B    Funds: 

Wakefield  St.  from  High  School  to  compact  line. 
Washington  St.  from  N.  Main  to  Brock  St. 
North  Main  St.  from  Union  St.  to  Strafford  Square. 
South  Main  St.  from  Crossing  to  Square. 
Central  Square  up  Wakefield  St.  to  Union  St. 
Grant  Street. 

We  have  built  Columbus  Ave.  from  South  Main  to  Portland 
Street  and  were  able  to  apply  a  tack  coat  in  an  endeavor  to 
hold  the  road  until  it  could  be  surface  treated  in  the  Spring. 

Several  stones  were  removed  from  Oak  St.  in  Gonic  that 
had  started  to  come  through  the  surface  and  the  hill  on 
Hansonville  Road  was  cut  down  and  ledge  removed. 

Our  shade  trees  were  sprayed  to  combat  disease  and  our 
parks  and  common  were  mowed  and  raked  regularly.  Bushes 
were  cut  on  Dry  Hill  Road,  Franklin  St.,  Wentworth  Ave.,  Ten 
Rod  Rd.,  Estes  Rd.,  Betts  Rd.,  Salmon  Falls  Rd.  and  Hanson- 
ville Road. 

Over  40  of  our  shade  trees  were  cut  and  we  hired  an  out- 
side contractor  with  a  machine  and  removed  34  large  stumps 
along  the  street  line  where  shade  trees  have  been  removed  over 
the  years. 

Over  5,000  Cu.  Yd.  of  gravel  was  hauled  for  cover  for  our 
dump  in  addition  to  our  street  sweepings  and  material  removed 
when  cutting  shoulders  and  cleaning  ditches. 

We  have  hauled  gravel  to  Dry  Hill  Rd.,  Hansonville  Rd., 
Gear    Rd.,    Eastern    Ave.,    Four    Rod    Rd.,    Chestnut    Hill    Rd., 
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Villanova    Lane,    Fourth    and    Fifth    Streets,    Old    Milton    Rd., 
Brock  St.  and  Bettc  Ror.ci. 

We  have  continued  our  street  sweeping  program  and  are 
able  to  expand  our  operations  with  the  new  sweeper  purchased 
two  years  ago.  We  are  able  to  sweep  more  streets  and  the 
machine  goes  to  East  Rochester  and  Gonic  once  each  week. 

Our  Water  Division  adjusted  the  manholes  and  drops  prior 
to  surfacing  the  various  streets. 

Water  extensions  were  completed  on  Tingley,  Vinewood, 
Juniper,  Patton  and  Letourneau  Streets,  the  proposed  street 
in  Sewail's  development  off  Milton  Road,  the  Kendall  develop- 
ment, Old  Dover  Rd.,  Claire  St.,  Fortier  Drive,  Norman  St.  and 
Dodge  Street  using  6000  Ft.  of  6"  Cement  Lined  Cast  Iron 
Pipe.  Water  was  extended  on  Eastern  Ave.  to  East  Rochester 
using  8608  Ft.  of  12"  Cement  Lined  Cast  Iron  Pipe.  Seventy 
Four  new  water  services  were  installed  and  44  services  were 
relaid. 

Water  samples  have  been  sent  to  the  State  Board  of  Health 
regularly  and  the  reports  show  the  continued  high  quality  of 
our  water. 

Sewer  extensions  have  been  completed  on  McDuffee  St., 
Fortier  Drive,  Norman  St.,  Dodge  St.,  and  Preston  Street. 
Thirty  seven  new  house  connections  were  installed  and  one 
service  relaid. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mayor 
Header  and  members  of  our  City  Council  for  their  understand- 
ing and  assistance  in  solving  our  problems,  also  to  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  cooperation.  It 
is  through  cooperation  such  as  this,  that  we  are  able  to  progress 
as  a  City  and  make  Rochester  a  better  place  in  which  to  live  — 
for  ourselves  and  future  generations.

These  include  27 
car  or  truck  fires,  14  Engineer's  calls,  18  brush  fire  calls,  5  false 
alarms  in  Rochester,  1  false  alarm  in  East  Rochester  and  4 
false  alarms  in  Gonic.  There  were  23  chimney  fires,  23  grass 
fires,  14  oil  burner  fires,  71  property  fires,  52  miscellaneous 
calls,  23  smoke  scares  or  honest  mistakes,  50  first  aid,  accident 
or  emergency  calls  and  26  second  alarms  or  calls  for  more  help.

To  the  Rochester  School  Boat-d: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourteenth  and  final  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Rochester.  The  records  indicate 
this  to  be  the  seventy-first  in  the  series  of  such  consecutive 
annual  school  reports  for  the  Rochester  School  Department. 

The  Financial  Report  for  1962  includes  numbered  line  items 
classified  according  to  the  new  state  accounting  system  effective 
July  1,  1962.  Separate  Financial  Reports  are  submitted  for  the 
School  Lunch  and  Spaulding  High  School  Student  Activity 
accounts. 

CHANGES  IN  PERSONNEL 
The  list  of  School  Department  Personnel  with  salaries  as 
of  December  31,  1962  does  not  include  the  following  changes. 
Two  elementary  and  three  high  school  teachers  resigned  during 
the  last  school  year.  Six  elementary  and  ten  high  school  teachers 
also  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June,  1962.  A  list 
of  such  teacher  resignations  follows :

In  addition  to  the  twenty-one  changes  listed  above  three  elemen- 
tary and  two  high  school  teachers  were  added  to  the  staff  in 
September  1962.  The  task  of  finding  twenty-six  qualified  new 
teachers  during  the  last  year  has  been  a  most  difficult  one. 
Two  teachers  retired,  seven  were  expectant  mothers,  eight 
accepted  positions  involving  professional  advancement  else- 
where, one  left  to  continue  study,  and  the  other  three  left  the 
profession  to  continue  as  housewives  or  in  other  employment.  If 
this  trend  in  teacher  changes  continues  in  New  Hampshire  it 
will  lower  the  quality  of  education.  The  salary  schedule  for 
teachers  in  Rochester  is  no  longer  adequate  to  attract  or  retain 
the  type  of  teacher  which  this  community  wants  and  needs 
for  our  schools.

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FINANCES 

The  financial  records  included  in  this  report  summarize  the 
expenditures  and  sources  of  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  ending: 
December  31,  1962.  The  line  item  amounts  have  been  classified 
according-  to  the  new  coded  system  of  bookkeeping-  effective  July 
1,  1962  for  all  school  districts  in  New  Hampshire.  This  transfer 
to  a  new  system  required  considerable  paper  work  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  financial  reports  to  the  state  are  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending-  June  30.  The  school  budget  in  Rochester  for  the  fiscal 
year  1962  did  not  include  the  same  line  items  as  required  in  the 
new  financial  report.  However,  all  accounting-  has  been  reclassi- 
fied according-  to  the  new  and  more  efficient  system  and  is 
reported  herewith  accordingly. 

The  concern  over  the  high  tax  rate  for  school  purposes  in 
Rochester  merits  better  understanding  by  those  who  pay  the 
taxes.  A  review  of  the  tax  rates  for  school  purposes  in  the 
thirteen  cities  of  New  Hampshire  ranged  from  $20.51  to  $37,84 
per  thousand  on  the  1962  assessed  valuations  with  Rochester  at 
the  top  of  the  list.  These  assessments  ranged  from  31.5 ''r  to 
75.5'';-  of  true  value.  The  City  of  Rochester  was  assessed  at 
36.5';  of  true  value.  To  illustrate  this  point  property  valued  at 
$10,000  in  Rochester  would  be  assessed  at  $3650.  This  valuation 
multiplied  by  the  rate  of  $37.84  amounts  to  $138.12.  Property 
worth  the  same  amount  in  the  city  assessed  at  75.5' r  of  true 
value  at  the  rate  of  only  $24.88  per  thousand  for  school  pur- 
poses would  be  taxed  in  that  city  for  $187.84.  The  amount  of 
tax  for  the  schools  would  actually  be  $49.72  less  in  Rochester 
than  in  the  other  city  with  the  much  lower  rate. 

As  a  matter  of  public  information  it  should  be  noted  that 
Rochester  has  maintained  the  lowest  per  capita  cost  per  pupil 
for  current  expenses  of  instruction  of  any  city  in  New  Hamp- 
shire for  at  least  fourteen  years.  This  is  probably  not  a  virtue 
but  should  be  considered  in  any  analysis  of  high  comparative 
costs. 

There  should  be  some  other  source  of  revenue  than  the  tax 
on  local  real  estate  to  meet  increased  costs.

TESTS  RESULTS  AND  CURRICULUM  CHANGES 
The  results  of  tests  given  in  the  Rochester  Elementary 
Schools,  grades  1-7,  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June 
1962  indicate  satisfactory  work.  The  Metropolitan  Achievement 
Tests  were  used  and  scored  at  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire.  The  pupils  in  grade  one  to  four  were  tested  in  four  to 
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seven  subjects  and  pupils  in  grade  5,  6  and  7  in  ten  areas. 
The  median  stanine  foi'  every  subject  in  every  grade  was  equal 
to   or  exceeded  the  respective   national   median   stanine. 

The  Intelligence  Tests  administered  to  all  pupils  in  grades 
3  and  5  indicated  normal  abilities. 

The  reports  on  graduates  attending  post  secondary  institu- 
tions indicate  good  woik  generally  for  the  first  semester  of  the 
current  school  year. 

The  major  project  for  the  year  at  Spaulding  High  School  is 
the  Evaluation  of  the  school  by  the  Nev^^  England  Association 
of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges.  The  recommendations  from 
this  study  may  be  a  good  guide  for  future  development. 

Although  there  is  ample  evidence  to  show  that  Rochester 
maintains  better  than  average  achievement  in  the  basic  program 
both  quality  and  quantity  of  our  educational  program  should 
be  stepped  up  to  meet  the  new  demands.  The  program  of 
studies  for  the  coming  school  year  will  include  several  changes 
in   the   vocational   subjects   at   Spaulding   High    School. 

SCHOOL  BUILDING  NEEDS 
The  present  Joint  Building  Committee  including  six  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Board  and  an  equal  number  of  Councilmen 
are    investigating   sites   and   preparing   recommendations   for   a 
new    elementary   school    or    schools    in    Rochester. 

The  completion  of  these  projects  will  permit  two  major 
changes : 

1.  The  use  of  the  new  Junior  High  School  Building  for 
pupils  in  grades  7  and  8  according  to  the  purpose  for  which 
the  building  was  designed.  This  assignment  of  pupils  will  leave 
adequate  space  for  pupils  in  grades  9-12  at  Spaulding  High 
School  which  is  now  overcrowded. 

2.  The  assignment  of  elementary  pupils  in  grades  1-6  to 
the  nearest  school  thus  permitting  more  efficient  school  trans- 
portation schedules  as  soon  as  another  new  centrally  located 
school  can  be  constructed.  This  equalization  of  classroom  loads 
in  the  several  elementary  schools  will  provide  better  facilities 
for  all  concerned. 

The  replacement  of  the  East  Rochester  School  is  overdue. 
This  old  building  should  be  replaced  by  a  larger  building.  Con- 
tinued enrollment  increases  are  apparent.

Teachers  are  required  to  be  in  the  Rochester  schools  on 
Organization  Day,  September  3,  and  until  work  for  closing  the 
school  year  is  completed  in  June.  Three  days  are  included 
above  to  make  up  for  cancellation  of  school  due  to  bad  weather 
or  other  emergencies.  If  more  than  three  additional  days  are 
needed,  sessions  lost  will  be  made  up  on  the  Saturday  following 
the  day  lost. 

Twenty-two  sounded  at  the  fire  station  will  be  the  signal 
for  no  school  sessions.  When  sounded  at  7:05  A.M.  and  7:45 
A.M.  all  schools  will  be  closed  for  the  day.  Notification  con- 
cerning the  cancellation  of  school  sessions  will  be  broadcast 
from  Stations  WWNH  in  Rochester  and  WTSN  in  Dover. 

CONCLUSION 
The  cost  of  goods,  services,  equipment,  and  facilities  have 
continued  to  increase  in  almost  every  area  during  the  last 
decade.  These  accumulated  increases  along  with  greater  enroll- 
ments, new  school  buildings,  higher  standards,  and  expanded 
services  have  made  the  cost  of  public  education  a  pai'amount 
issue.  The  public,  in  general,  demands  the  services  and  facilities 
necessary  for  good  schools.  The  development  of  human  resources 
holds  one  of  the  highest  priorities  in  a  democracy.  This  problem 
of  reconciling  what  the  public  wants  with  what  the  governing- 
body  decides  the  community  can  afford  will  probably  never  be 
solved  by  a  specific  formula  with  an  answer  that  will  be  satis- 
factory to  all  concerned. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  employees  of  the  Rochester  School 
Department,  the  School  and  City  Officials,  Parents,  Citizens, 
Taxpayers  and  everyone  else  who  has  helped  to  provide  good 
schools  in  Rochester.

REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 

SPAULDING  HIGH  SCHOOL 

December  31,  1962 

To  Mr.  John  Frye 
Superintendent  of  Schools

Following  is  a  general,  informational  report  on  the  Spauld- 
ing  High  School. 

The  opening  of  the  School  Year  for  Spaulding  High  School 
was  formalized  on  Tuesday,  September  4th,  as  usual,  by  a  city- 
wide  teachers  meeting,  followed  by  a  meeting  of  the  staff  of 
our  school. 

The  enrollment  on  opening  day  was  1023,  up  50  from  one 
year  ago.  Due  to  the  increased  number  of  classes,  every  nook 
and  cranny  is  used  as  a  teaching  space.  The  auditorium  is  in 
use  full  time,  as  an  audio-visual  center  and,  as  usual,  the 
Music  Room  was  commandeered  for  a  study  hall. 

Despite  the  crowded  conditions,  and  thirteen  new  teachers, 
school  opened  in  an  orderly  and  efficient  manner.  Our  new 
schedule  proved  equal  to  the  task  and  our  academic  program 
was  '.^ell  underway  by  Thursday.  The  Fall  Sports  Season  got 
underway  with  a  bang,  on  Friday  of  opening  week,  as  we  were 
once  more  "at  home"  for  the  annual  four-school  Football 
Jamboree. 

The  football  attendance  was  once  moi'e  hampered  by  poor 
weather.  Although  the  season  was  not  a  winning  one,  the  team 
played  spirited  and  interesting  ball. 

September  was  generally  a  good  month,  with  only  the 
normal  interruptions  for  picture  taking  and  physical  exams 
upsetting  the  routine.  Work  was  commenced  on  the  ticket 
booth  for  the  rear  field  gate.  This  booth  was  planned  and  con- 
structed by  our  Industrial  Ai'ts  Department.  This  much  needed 
facility   was   completed   prior   to   the    season's    close. 

In  October,  work  was  well  underway  on  our  self  evaluation 
reports  which  were  started  off  with  the  development  of  a 
School  Philosophy  last  Spring.  In  the  self  evaluation,  com- 
mittees worked  on  24  different  phases  of  school  activity.  Each 
committee  then  reported  to  the  entire  staff  for  final  approval 
of  the  evaluation  in   each   area. 

This  self  evaluation  has  been  time  consuming,  but  challeng- 
ing. In  general,  it  has  given  us  a  better  idea  of  our  own 
operation  and  has  highlighted  good  points,  as  well  as  areas 
Nvhere  change  is  indicated. 

The  final  stage  of  our  Evaluation  will  culminate  in  the 
three-day  visit  of  an  evaluation  Committee  from  the  New 
England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  At 
the  close  of  their  appraisal,  accreditation  as  a  member  school 
of  the  NEACSS  will  be  either  granted  or  deferred. 

This  year  will  be  our  third  in  the  Mathelon  competition. 
For    the    past    three    years,    we    have    finished    well    up    in    the 
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standings.  This  year,  however,  looks  like  a  banner  one.  We  are 
currently  in  the  first  place  and  hope  to  stay  on  top  throughout 
the  year. 

Social  Activities  and  club  activities  are  going  on  apace, 
our  various  clubs  have  busied  themselves  in  a  myriad  of 
activities.  The  usual  winter  presentation  by  the  Drama  and 
Music  groups  have  taken  place  and  pi-eparations  are  underway 
for  spring  activities.  We  will  once  again  be  represented  in 
State  competition  in  both  Music  and  Drama.  The  Debate  team 
has  participated  in  several  meets.  Their  season  will  culminate 
with  the  Bates  League  Tournament  at  Lewiston,  Maine  in 
April. 

One  issue  of  our  school  magazine  has  been  published.  This 
is  an  excellent  vehicle  for  the  expression  of  student  opinion 
and  the  display  of  literary  abilities.  The  Triangle,  our  year- 
book,  continues  to   be  a  top   award  publication. 

All  in  all,  our  varied  co-curricular  program  and  the  two 
student  government  groups.  Student  Activity  and  Student 
Council,  provide  excellent  learning  opportunities  for  many  of 
our  pupils.  A  standard  school  ring  was  adopted  by  the  student 
body,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Student  Council. 

We  have,  once  more,  been  fortunate  in  having  a  regular 
schedule  of  visits  from  Mr.  Walker  Wheeler,  psychiatric  social 
worker,  from  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic.  We  feel  that  this 
service  has  played  a  large  part  in  the  functioning  of  our 
Guidance  Department  in  dealing  with  the  individual  problems 
of  pupils.  This  is  a  pilot  program  in  the  co-ordinated  work  of 
schools  and  area  guidance  clinics.  It  has  been  very  successful 
and   this    system,   no   doubt,   will   be  copied  elsewhere. 

Our  pupils  have  participated  in,  and  have,  generally,  been 
quite  successful  in  various  contests  and  competitions,  and  have 
attended  several  Youth  Government  and  Youth  Leadership 
groups.  A  degree  of  this  type  of  activity  is  desirable,  but  the 
rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  such  events  is  a  matter  of  con- 
cern among  educators,  generally.  In  our  school,  participation  is 
limited  to  affairs  approved  by  the  NASSP.  As  a  Spaulding 
first,  we  have  twin  winners  in  the  Elks  Leadership  Contest  on 
a  State  level  this  year.  Our  pupils  have  traditionally  done  very 
well  in  this  competition. 

This  year,  as  usual,  teachers  and  department  heads  have 
helped  with  our  curriculum  revision.  Excellent  suggestions 
have  been  received  from  the  staff,  some  of  which  have  been,  or 
are  being,  implemented  in  our  1963-'64  program.  Vocational 
offerings  in  the  Industrial  Arts  have  been  the  subject  of  much 
planning.  In  our  Industrial  Arts  program,  we  hope  to  improve 
the  vocational  effectiveness  and  yet  maintain  to  seme  degree, 
the  exploratoi-y  function.  New  courses  in  Electronics  and  Draft- 
ing will  be  on  trial  during  the  coming  school  year. 

Subject  matter  content  and  sequence  of  presentation  has 
come  under  scrutiny  of  most  areas.  This  has  resulted  in  an 
up-dating  or  revision  of  most  of  our  courses  of  study  during 
the  last  two  years.  ■       , 
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While  not  going  overboard  with  the  new  techniques,  most 
areas  of  change  in  this  respect  have  been  investigated  and  tried 
out  to  some  degree.  Teachers  in  this  day  and  age  are  more 
sensitive  to  new  and  improved  methods.  We  have  adopted  text- 
books in  the  new  math,  and  have  studied  the  new  physics 
presentation  and  experimental  and  programmed  texts  have 
been  obtained  for  some  departments.  The  various  facets  of 
television  instruction  and  aural-oral  language  methodology  have 
been  inspected,  accepted  or  rejected  and  merged  into  our  regular 
instructional  program. 

For  our  pupils.  Secondary  School  education  is  becoming 
increasingly  intense.  No  longer  are  the  basic  sixteen  units  con- 
sidered an  adequate  accomplishment  for  our  more  capable 
pupils.  A  five-subject  yearly  program  will  undoubtedly  become 
the  rule  rather  than  the  exception,  within  this  group.  Prepara- 
tion for  a  four  year  college  requires  mvich  more  in  the  way 
of  study  time  and  of  academic  learning  than  ever  before. 
Consequently,  pupils  are  often  subjected  to  pressures  that  are 
difticult  for  parents  to  understand.  We  ai-e  faced  with  the 
problem  of  stimulating  each  pupil  to  achieve  commensurate 
with  his  own  potential,  and  yet  avoid  the  frustrations  and 
tensions  of  over  expectation.  Full  parental  cooperation  is 
essential   in  helping  the  school  with   this  task. 

At  the  present  time,  we  are  faced  with  the  problem  of 
scheduling  our  8-12  school  in  a  building  which  could  accom- 
modate, comfortably,  only  grades  9-12.  Our  program  will  be 
handicapped  by  lack  of  teaching  stations  in  1963-'64,  in  spite 
of  all  we  can  do  to  utilize  facilities. 

Several  innovations,  judged  advantageous  to  our  high 
school,  must  be  postponed  until  conditions  are  changed.  It  is 
hoped  the   delay  will   not  be  too  long. 

During  the  past  year,  I  have  been  pleased  with  the  accom- 
plishments of  our  pupils  and  our  staff.  Several  of  the  teachers 
who  left  us  last  June  have  been  sorely  missed,  but  the  new- 
comers have  oriented  well  and  are  sei-ving  efficiently.  It  is  felt 
that  the  lack  of  an  adequate  salary  scale  has  been  responsible, 
in  a  large  part,  for  the  turnover  of  staff  members.  Whereas 
suitable  replacements  have  been  secured,  it  is  felt  that  a  general 
down-grading  cannot  help  but  take  place  over  a  period  of  years, 
under  present  conditions. 

In  spite  of  a  general  unrest  over  fiscal  matters,  school 
morale  has  been  good  among  both  staff  and  pupils.  Attendance 
at  our  basketball  games  was  the  best  in  several  years,  both 
among  students  and  adults.  Our  all-Junior  Team  just  missed 
the  Tournament,  while  compiling  the  best  won-lost  record  in 
several  years.  Interest  in  the  post-season  games,  novelty  games, 
social  events  and  intramurals  is  running  high. 

The  year  has  been  a  satisfying  one  at  Spaulding  High 
School.  We  are  looking  forward  to  our  Evaluation  in  April, 
to  Graduation  in  June,  to  a  pleasant  final  year  as  a  five-year 
school  in  1963-'64  and  to  a  real  opportunity  for  growth  in  the 
school  year  1964-'65. 
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This  being  my  final  report  to  you,  as  Superintendent,  I 
would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  and  that  of  the  staff 
for  the  part  you  have  played  in  our  growth  as  a  school  during 
the  last  five  years.  Your  efforts  to  secure  the  best  for  Spaulding 
High  School,  personnel  and  material  wise,  have  played  a  large 
part  in  keeping  our  school  among  the  leaders.  Your  unfailing 
understanding  of  my  problems  as  a  principal  and  your  constant 
confidence  and  support  of  my  decisions  have  made  mine  a  much 
easier  and  more  satisfying  task. 

In  our  mutual  accomplishments,  I  am  sure  we  share  a 
pardonable  pride.
